Commodity Rates Revised by the Chi-
cago & Ohio River Traflic Association.

New Classification that Will Practically Re-
sult in & Slight Advance—The Party
Rate Quaestion Not Settled.

0 amall waa the attendance at the meet-
ing of the central trailie committee on re-
lations to Soutbern roads, called for yester-
day at 10 A, M., that no 1nporiant matters
were taken up. Anoiber meeting will be
called, to he held in Cincinnati the latter

part of this month.

The members of the Chieago and Obio
River Traflio Association (freight depart-
ment) met at the Bates House at 10 A, M. yes-
terday, and the entiroday was taken up in
revising she commodity rates and restoring
to their regular classifieation « number of

articles whieh have been carried under the
commodity rates. There are about eighty

srticies which have been carried at such
rates for some time past, and the number
bas been considerably reduced by & restora-

tion to classification. While this means &
slight advance on such articles, there will

be no> advanes on the more important
articles which have come under the com-

modity rate list. The Chicago and Obio
River irafliec Association takes such aotion
atthe request of the Central Traflic Asso-
cintion, 1m order that there mayv be more
pniformity 1n the territory covered and ad-
jscent tothat of the two sssociations, It will
prevent a good deal of clashing between
roads over the difference in commeodity and
classified freights,

The general passengeragents of the roads
in the Chicago and Ohio aver Traffie Asso-
cintion, who met in Cincinnati on Wednes-
day. sccomphished but little, ani the offi-
cinls yesterday returned to their respective
headquarters, After a heated discassion of
several hours over the party-rate gquestion
tks whole matter was referred to the vice
presidents and the general mansgers of Lhe
several roadas for settlement; consequently
the only rates now in force in the Chicago
sod Obhio River Traftic Association terr-
tory to the world's fair are based on $4.50,
Indianapols to Chicago, one way. and §38
for the round trip; or $6.50, Cineinnatl or
Louiaville to Chieagzo ono way, sud §1: the
round trip, parties of ten or more faring no
better than a singie passenger.

MAY MAGAZINES.

The bearing upon ecolesiastical affairs in gen-
eral of the arrival in this country of Mgr.
